This is not to mention the other 
contingency—a break in the solitary main, which would leave the entire 
city in a short time without fire protection. The cost of the duplicate main 
asked will be approximately $175,000. 

The second, third and fourth items are largely interdependent, and 
equally indispensable, ifthe city 1s to have, without interval, a supply of 
clear and pure water. We are all famillar with the other kind, and its 
occasional presence is due to conditions now sought to be remedied. The 
works need an additional coagulating basin at $30,000, a second clear-water | 
basin at $20,000, and additional filters at $50,000. , 

The fifth item and, after the new main the most important, is an 
additional pump at the reservoir pumping station, from which point the wa- 
ter is pumped into the city. There are now three pumps at this station— 
one Of fifteen and two of ten-million-gallon capacity. An accident to the 
pump, which may occur at any time, would make it absolutely impos- 
‘sible to deliver a proper pressure to the city, even with the two smaller 
pumps working at maximum capacity. Such a development would simply 
make helpless the fire department in the event of an important confla- 
gration. It has occurred already on several occasions, but, fortunately, the 
fires were so small as to necessitate only low pressure. At present, one of 
the small pumps and the large one are operated continuously during the day- 
light hours. The slightest increase in consumption means the working of 
all three. An accident to either one would effectively cripple the water 
service and fire protection Of the city. The estimated cost of the improve- 
ment here is $125,000. 

Mechanical connections and adjuncts to the additions outlined will re- 
quire the expenditure of, $32,000. 

‘The remainder of the bond issue would be applied to additional mains 
in the city. Many people—tax-payers, and equally entitled to water privi- 
leges as those already enjoying them—are cut off from their rights because 
there is no provision for extending the present system of mains. Many mains

SNOW, SLEET AND RAIN

slipped and came to a standstill in 
the midst of the worst snow, rain,

AMONG CITY NEGROES 


HB question is often asked about 
the use of cocaine among negroes 
in Atlanta. A few years ago the 

negro men and women, not only in At- 

lanta, but in several other cities, began 

Such a general use of the drug that laws 

were enacted to check the sale of It. 

Three years ago the victims of the co- 
caine habit among the negroes in the 
city could have been counted by the 
thousands. To use thé “dust,” as they 
called it, became a rage and the police 
frequently heard of “dust” or “coke” 
sociables. It is said that some negroes 
formed cocaine clubs and kept a fund 
on hand for the. purchase of the drug. 

At one time at nearly every session of 
the police court several negro men and 
women were tried for having been drunk 
on cocaine. The victims who had been 
using the drug for any length of time 
had sunken cheeks and eyes as yellow 
as a person afflicted with jaundice. 

Owing to the persistent efforts of the 
police and the manner in which the re- 
corder and the state eourts punished 
those who violated the cocaine law the 
small retail druggists who had found a 
rich profit in the sale of the drug, either 
abandoned the sale altogether or sold it 
in such small quantities that the cocaine 
victims began to fall off in number and 
today there are only a few who use the 
“dust” as compdred with a few years 
ago. 

The cocaine used by the negroes is in a 
powdered form and when sold mixed 
with an inoffensive white powder which 
costs little and helps to fill up the
